poverty from income we receive 
through energy generation. 

“The council could also benefit 
by opening up new sources of 
income at a time of ever reducing 
central government funding, 
thereby protecting essential ser¬ 
vices.

TWO POLICE forces are being scrutinised over 
their investigations of Lewis Daynes - an 
alleged sex offender who murdered a schoolboy 
in Grays. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) has opened files on Essex 
and Surrey police forces following complaints 
by Breck Bednar's family. 

The watchdog is probing Surrey Police's 


response to a report by Breck's mother Lorin 
LaFave about Lewis Daynes grooming her son. 

She filed the report two months before his 
murder. 

A second investigation has been launched into 
Essex Police's handling of a rape allegation 
against Lewis Daynes in 2011. 

DI Anne Cameron, lead investigator in the 
murder case, revealed at a media briefing last 


week that Ms LaFave reported Daynes to Surrey 
Police on December 17, exactly two months 
before he murdered her son. 

* An IPPC investigation is ongoing into Martin 
Goldberg, maths teacher at Thorpe Hall School. 
Goldberg killed himself after being questioned 
over the filming of boys. He was subject to an 
Essex Police investigation while offending.

Memorial candle for 
victims of Holocaust 


THE SPECIALLY-CREATED ceremo¬ 
nial candle which is to be lit during 
Southend’s Holocaust Memorial event 
has been unveiled. 

The town was chosen as one of 70 
locations across the country to play 
host to the candle designed by artist Sir 
Anish Kapoor. 

The national initiative marks the 70th 
anniversary to the day of the liberation 
of Auschwitz Birkenau, on January 27, 
1945. 

Holocaust survivor Leslie Kleinman 
will light the candle at the start of the 
service at 5.30pm in the Civic Centre, 
Victoria Avenue. 

Mr Kleinman will give an address 
during the commemoration event which 
will include music drama and poetry. 

The service was chosen from hun¬ 
dreds of applications sent to the 
Holocaust Memorial Day Trust, the 
charity responsible for marking 
Holocaust Memorial Day in the UK. 

On Tuesday, January 27, there will be 
tree-planting ceremony at noon in 
Cockethurst Park, Eastwood. 

Councillor for enterprise, tourism and 
economic development, Graham 
Longley, said the council was delighted 
to have been selected to be part of the 
nationwide commemoration. 

He said: “It is vital that we remember 
and reflect upon the horrors of the past, 
and honour those who survived.” 

Sir Anish’s candles will also be lit at a 
national commemorative events in 
London and at Auschwitz as part of 
international commemorations. 

He is best known for his sculpture 
work, including the ArcelorMittal 
Orbit, an observation tower built in 
Stratford’s Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park for London 2012, and Chicago’s 
mirrored, legume-shaped Cloud Gate, 
which is more commonly known as the 
Bean.

• SOUTHEND’S £12.7million Better 
Care Fund (BCF) plan has been fully 
approved by NHS England. 

Southend Council and NHS

Teen murderer 
is jailed for life

A MAN from Grays has been jailed for life 
for the “sadistic and sexually motivated” 
murder of a 14-year-old boy. 

Lewis Daynes, 19, was sentenced at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Monday after 
pleading guilty to killing Breck Bednar, who 
he met in an online gaming forum. 

Mrs Justice Cox gave Daynes a minimum 
term of 25 years. 

Breck’s mother burst into tears as the sen¬ 
tence was handed down. 

Daynes murdered the boy at his flat in 
Rosebery Road, Grays, on February 17, 
2014. 

He lured Breck, from Caterham, Surrey, 
there by promising him a job at a fictitious 
computer company, telling him he was in line 
for a £55million payout. 

Daynes initially denied murder but pleaded 
guilty on November 25, the first day of his 
trial. 

Prosecutor Richard Whittam QC said evi¬ 
dence showed Daynes bound Breck with duct 
tape, cut his clothes off and sexually assault¬ 
ed him. 

He then executed the defenceless boy by 
standing behind him and slashing his throat. 

Pathologist Dr Olaf Biedrzycki said on 
Monday that the fatal wound was caused by 



three or four separate knife movements. 

Daynes then sent pictures of Breck’s body 
to two mutual contacts, including a 15-year- 
old boy. 

After sending them, Daynes showered, 
changed clothes and destroyed computer 
equipment by placing it in a sink full of water. 

Almost an hour later he called police and 
claimed he had killed Breck in self-defence. 

The court heard Daynes ordered duct tape, 
condoms, lubricant and a syringe weeks 
before the murder. 

Forensic scientist Dr Neil Simpson testified 
on Monday that evidence showed Breck 
spilled a large amount of blood “within min¬ 
utes” of sexual activity taking place. 

The condoms and lubricant were found in a 
closed drawer in the bedroom where Breck 
was murdered, but had “airborne blood” on 
them, meaning they were not in the drawer 
during the murder. 


A used syringe was found in the property 
on the day of the murder, but investigators 
could find no relevant toxicology results 
when they tested it. 

Tests found Breck’s wrists had been 
restrained with duct tape twice and that on 
one occasion he had been bleeding before the 
tape was applied. 

Mr Whittam claimed all of this evidence 
proved a “sadistic or sexual motivation” and 
the purchases proved premeditation. 

Defence barrister Simon Mayo QC claimed 
the purchases only proved premeditation of 
lesser crimes. 

He argued Daynes’s failure to plot an 
escape or a way to dispose of Breck’s body 
proved the murder was not premeditated. 

Judge Mrs Justice Cox agreed, telling 
Daynes: “The evidence does not support a 
finding that the murder itself was premeditat¬ 
ed and pre-planned. It does, however, support 
the prosecution submission that you groomed 
this young boy over a lengthy period of time 
before you lured him to your home and then 
engaged in sexual activity and murdered 
him.” 

Telling Daynes he would spend at least 25 
years behind bars, she said: “I emphasise that 
[this] is the minimum amount of time that 
you will spend in prison, from the date of 
sentence, before the Parole Board can even 
consider whether you might be released. If it 
remains necessary for the protection of the 
public, you will continue to be detained in 
custody after that date. You will in any event 
remain on licence for the rest of your life.”

Ms LaFave filed a report to police after Daynes contacted her to 
complain about her parenting. 

Shortly afterwards, Breck sent her an email telling her he would 
leave home unless she changed her ways, using some of the same 
wording Daynes used in his conversation with her. 

Ms LaFave believed Daynes was intentionally turning her son 
against her and causing him to act out of character. 

In a statement yesterday, the IPCC said a staff member at the 
Surrey Police contact centre was interviewed and served with a 
misconduct notice. 

It added that another staff member, who took Ms LaFave’s call, 
resigned in August 2014. 

An IPCC spokesman said: “We have obtained details of the call 
made by Breck’s mother to Surrey Police about the communica¬ 
tion between her son and Lewis Daynes. We need to understand 
how that information was acted on and whether more could have 
been done to safeguard Breck.” 

The IPCC is also probing Essex Police over its handling of a 
rape claim against Daynes in 2011. 

At an Essex Police briefing last week, Ms LaFave told the 
media: “We were pleased to find out that both the Surrey and 
Essex IPCC investigations are moving forward and pleased that 
they are both being investigated independently. 

“We have met the team and we feel confident that they will help 
us find the answers.”

BRECK Bednar’s family have launched a 
foundation to prevent more children suc¬ 
cumbing to online grooming. 

On a website for the Breck Bednar 
Memorial Foundation, his relatives described 
the “dedicated student”, who attended St 
Bede’s School in Redhill, as “a kind, well- 
liked, intelligent, thoughtful, independent, 
resourceful, responsible boy with a good 
sense of humour and a thirst for knowledge”. 

The foundation has created wristbands bear¬ 
ing the slogan, Play Virtual/Live Real. 

In a witness impact statement read in court 
on Monday, Breck’s mother Lorin LaFave 
said: “I feel so weakened from this horrible 


tragedy. I want Breck’s story to save others 
from the pure evil in this world.” 

At a media briefing last week, she explained 
more about the foundation. 

She said: “Even though Breck was a very 
clever boy, he was too good to recognise the 
evil and lies and manipulation of someone 
behind a computer screen.”

‘Foreign gunmen’ 

BEFORE changing his plea to guilty, Daynes tried to 
blame his violent actions on two fictitious gunmen. 

The killer, described by lead officer DI Anne 
Cameron as a “Walter Mitty”, made the claim in 
prison. 

But prosecutor Richard Whittam QC claimed the 
made-up story offered new insight into Daynes’s bru¬ 
tal crime. 

In initial police interviews Daynes claimed sexual 
activity between he and Breck Bednar was consensu¬ 
al. 

But while still protesting his innocence, he penned 
a letter to a guard, claiming that if he was acquitted 
he would spend the rest of his life searching for two 
Middle Eastern gunmen who had broken into his flat 
and murdered Breck in front of him. 

He claimed the men, wearing ski masks, forced him 
to carry out a sex act on Breck and then executed the 
boy in front of him. 

However, he pleaded guilty to the murder at a sub¬ 
sequent hearing on November 25. 

Mr Whittam told Mrs Justice Cox that although the 
story was fictitious, it suggested Daynes’s had 
accepted at the time that sexual activity between he 
and Breck was not consensual.

Murderer 
faced child 
sex charges 

LEWIS Daynes originally faced 
four additional charges of sexually 
assaulting a teenage boy and a fifth 
involving indecent images. 

However, after he pleaded guilty 
to murdering Breck Bednar, which 
carried an immediate life sentence, 
prosecutors said there was no 
longer “support” for pursuing the 
additional counts. 

Prosecutor Richard Whittam QC 
said Daynes had faced four charges 
over sexual assaults on a teenage 
boy. 

However, he said that after the 
murder plea was entered, the 
alleged victim declined to pursue 
the case.

ESSEX County Council has 
refused to answer further ques¬ 
tions about alleged sexual abuse 
on its premises. 

The Yellow Advertiser 
reported last week that cam¬ 
paigners had accused the 
authority of a “cover-up”, after 
it refused to answer questions 
about payouts for historic 
abuse allegations. 

The payouts for “alleged 
abuse” - one of which was 
£70,000 for alleged abuse in 
1993 - were included in a list of 
600 compensation claims paid 
out in 2014, made public in 
December. 

The data listed the date of the 
alleged abuse, the council 
department each claim was 
linked to, the payment date and 
the amount paid. 

But the council - which is 
required by law to make all of 
its accounts public - has 
refused to provide some of the 
same details for previous years. 

Officials have rejected a 
Freedom of Information request 
for the number of compensation 
claims paid out for alleged 
abuse, and the amount paid in 
each case, every year from 2009 
to 2014. 

They claimed the information 


about its spending of taxpayers’ 
money was “personal data” and 
said providing the answers 
could identify alleged victims. 
The Taxpayers’ Alliance criti¬ 
cised the “inconsistent” rulings 
by the council’s information 
officers. 

Campaign manager Andy 
Silvester said: “The council’s 
inconsistent approach is bound 
to raise questions. The sooner 
they are open about what 
occurred and the lessons learnt, 
the sooner we can move on from 
this episode.” 

The alliance joined the 
National Association for People 
Abused in Childhood (NAPAC) 
last week in backing a YA cam¬ 
paign to uncover details of 
alleged historic abuse on coun¬ 
cil property. 

Data released in December 
showed 10 payouts last year for 
“alleged abuse” in the 1970s 
and 1990s. Despite charging 
taxpayers almost £100,000 for 
the compensation payments, the 
council refused to tell the public 
anything about the cases. 

The YA asked for basic 
details; such as the age and gen¬ 
der of each claimant at the time 
of the alleged abuse, the nature 
of the alleged abuse, whether 
police were called and whether 
anybody had been convicted. 

The council press office 
refused to answer the questions 
and Freedom of Information 
workers rejected the YA’s 


request on Christmas Eve, 
claiming the answers could 
identify victims. 

Abuse survivor Peter 
Saunders, founder of NAPAC - 
which represents child abuse 
victims - sided with the YA, 
claiming the basic details 
requested could not identify vic¬ 
tims. 

He said the use of the phrase 
“alleged” in the descriptions 
suggested nobody had been 
convicted, or else the abuse 
would be a matter of legal fact. 

He said: “That might be why 
the council won’t give you the 
details about whether anyone 
was convicted. If that’s the case, 
the abusers could still be out 
there. In my mind, the way the 
council is responding is tanta¬ 
mount to a cover-up.” 

Speaking about the latest 
refusal of information, Mr 
Saunders said: “We are talking 
about public money here so 
people have a right to know. As 
taxpayers, as ratepayers, people 
have a right to know what they 
are paying for. That is not the 
same as asking for details which 
would identify victims who 
have been rightly compensated 
for a terrible ordeal, which you 
are not doing. 

“The behaviour of Essex 
County Council and other coun¬ 
cils explains how this crime per¬ 
petuates itself. We have to be 
open and transparent. If we 
don’t do that, kids in the future 
have no chance.”

Snapshots 
of days 
gone by 



TWO men spent a great deal of time capturing 
Canvey Island on film in the 1920s and 1930s, 
leaving an intriguing record of life in those 
days, which islanders now have a chance to 
enjoy. 

The work of the photographers - Henry 
Clubb and Horace Read - will form the main 
part of a Canvey Community Archive 
slideshow, later this month. 

Henry, who died in 1932, lived in Benfleet 
but turned his lens to the island. 

Many of his pictures were taken in the 1920s 
and are well known because they have been 
made into postcards. 

However, the archive has been given an album 
of his work which contains many unseen pic¬ 
tures that are being added to the group’s web¬ 
site. 

Horace lived in Canvey and his work - main¬ 
ly of the sea and marine sites - is set in the 
1930s. 



Janet Penn, who edits the archive web page 
and is organising the show, said: “We are very 
lucky to have so many photographs from these 
eras. 

“We have a picture of Henry Clubb with his 
son taken by another son, but unfortunately we 
don’t have a photo of Horace,” she said. 

Other photos in the show include a picture of 
Chapman Lighthouse, a favourite topic for 
Horace and the Old Lady of Canvey, a naviga¬ 
tional beacon that was near Deadman’s Point, 

Henry’s photo of an island fair is also on the 
bill. 

Janet added that the slideshow will be the 
first time the community archive will use a pro¬ 
jector bought with Heritage Lottery grant, part 
of a package of funding to help the community 
archive build more contact with the public. 

The slideshow is at the War Memorial Hall, 
Canvey, from 2pm to 4pm on Wednesday 
January 28, there will be a £3 charge.

His return to the theatre next month, in the award¬ 
winning production which has been seen by more than 
19million people worldwide, will also be an opportunity 
to see more of family and friends. 

The 29-year-old, who returns home as much as pos¬ 
sible when he is not touring or appearing in shows in 
London, said: "I was born in Rochford and originally 
from Benfleet, but I was born and raised in Southend 
really. I went to primary school in Benfleet as well as 
King John Secondary School in Thundersley. 

"I am Southend born and bred. I would socialise in 
Southend and am a lifelong Blues fan, taking after my 
grandad." 

Jersey Boys will be Lewis's third appearance at the 
Cliffs Pavilion. 

"The first was with Eurobeat which was a comedy 
Eurovision musical and the second was with Legally 
Blonde, the first UK tour of the production," says Lewis, 
who started rehearsals for the UK and Ireland tour of 
Jersey Boys last July. 

He added: "I've been in quite a few productions 
around the UK and was on a cruise ship at 21. I've 
worked up the ranks, so to be coming back in such a 
role means a lot to me." 

Jersey Boys, which runs at the Southend theatre from 
February 17 to 28, is the remarkable true story of 
Frankie Valli and the Four Seasons and their rise to 
stardom from the wrong side of the tracks.

WHIPLASH (15,106 mins) 

T HE fresh paint of 2015 has barely dried 
and already we have a strong con¬ 
tender for the film of the year. 

Inspired by writer-director Damien 
Chazelle's experiences in a fiercely competi¬ 
tive high school jazz band, Whiplash is an 
electrifying tale of a 19-year-old drummer's 
bruising battle of wits with his monstrous 
college tutor. 

As the title intimates, pain is acute in 
Chazelle's lean script that pulls no punches 
in its depiction of the pursuit of musical 
excellence, which propels the self-destruc¬ 
tive student to the brink of a mental and 
physical breakdown. 

Drumming sequences are edited at a fre¬ 
netic pace, spattered with the real sweat of 
lead actor Miles Teller, who performs all of 
the energy-sapping solos as if his life 
depended on it. 

It's a bravura performance complemented 
by JK Simmons' jaw-dropping portrayal of 
the foul-mouthed, bullying conductor, who 
verbally abuses students that fall short of his 
impossible demands for metronomic and 
percussive perfection. 

Staring at his terrified charges, Simmons' 
musician-turned-mentor preys upon 
teenage fears and insecurities, kindling 
intense rivalry between band members for 
his own sadistic pleasure. 

Early in the film, he picks on one nervous 
trombonist's weight and snarls, "I will not let 
you cost us a competition because your 
mind's on a Happy Meal and not on pitch." 
He's just getting warmed up. 
Nineteen-year-old Andrew Neiman (Teller) 
is determined to excel at his Manhattan 
music conservatory and avoid the regrets 
which haunt his writer father (Paul Reiser). 

So he practises night and day and catch¬ 
es the eye of the school's most revered 
teacher, Terence Fletcher (Simmons). 

Soon after, Andrew transfers to Fletcher's 
class and becomes the alternate drummer in 
the band behind lead player Carl (Nate Lang). 

When the opportunity arises for Andrew to 
impress, he rises to the occasion but alien-

ates himself from the rest of the band. 

A fledgling romance with Nicole (Melissa 
Benoist), who works at Andrew's local cine¬ 
ma, is sacrificed in a cold, cruel fashion that 
would have Fletcher smacking his lips with 
glee. 

The game of one-upmanship between 
teacher and pupil spirals out of control as 
Andrew struggles to meet the lofty expecta¬ 
tions of his maniacal mentor and earn the 
right to play at a concert in the rarefied sur¬ 
roundings of Carnegie Hall. 

Whiplash delivers one emotional wallop 
after another as Andrew practises until his 
hands bleed and Simmons belittles those 
herculean efforts by growling, "Is that the 
fastest you can go? It is no wonder Mommy 
ran out on you!" 

We root for the beleaguered 19-year-old 
with every display of frenzied stick-work, 
urging Andrew to wipe the smug grin off 
Fletcher's face. 

Our investment in the characters is 
immense and Chazelle rewards us with an 
astounding denouement that saps every 
ounce of energy from our bodies. 

We're delirious, euphoric and physically 
spent.

These four boys from New Jersey became 
one of the most successful bands in pop his¬ 
tory, were inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame and sold 175 million records world¬ 
wide, all before they turned 30. 

Lewis says: “Jersey Boys is the story of 
Frankie Valli and the Four Seasons. Franki 
was a young boy discovered by Tommy 
DeVito who was friends with Nick Massi 
who I play. They discover these sounds 
and each of them have their own talents. 
The sounds they created were legendary. 

“The script in the show is brilliant, ridicu¬ 
lously good. The story isn't told from one 
perspective, it gives the Four Seasons’ 
perspective, their own version of the same 
story. 

“It starts with Frank Valli and how the 
group was created, then Bob and his take 
on everything and then Nick Massi, who I 
play - the only member no longer with us 
as he passed away in 2000, before the 
show even started.”

Have a whale of a time with Moby Golf 


I F you are looking for a 'whale' of 
a time with friends and family 
then head to Moby Golf in 
Chadwell Heath. 

While I usually find it hard to coax 
the kids into an afternoon out with 
mum, as manor houses and coun¬ 
try parks are not high on the agen¬ 
das of two teenage boys these 
days, a challenge to a round of 
golf had the desired effect. 

I think it was the photos of the 
course that did the trick as the site 
has been transformed into a whal¬ 
ing scene from times gone by, 
inspired by the novel Moby Dick by 
Herman Melville, the area's links to 
whalebones and even rumours 
that a washed-up whale was dis¬ 
covered in Dagenham in 1790. 

Picture a 24ft whale ship, a 60 
metre lagoon dyed blue to make 
you feel as if you are looking at the 
Mediterranean sea and a full size 
sperm whale, and you can see why 
the course pulls in visitors like us. 

The opening of the adventure 
golf park, off Whalebone Lane, 
was eagerly awaited last year and 
scores of visitors have been taking 
on the challenge ever since. 

With our four Captain tickets 
bought - for those aged 12 and 
over - we had only a few minutes 
wait before taking to the first of 18 


holes, despite plenty of people 
playing ahead of us. 

Among the range of different 
holes to play there are a variety of 
quirky ones including one on the 
whale ship, another where you 
have to putt your ball into the 9ft 
mouth of the whale and one in a 
cave, which is also home to a 
rather noisy inhabitant. 

As well as its 60 metre lagoon, 
the park also has a eight metre 
high waterfall and a river of water 
that winds itself around some of 
the holes and can even be used to 
help reach the putting green of one 
of them. There are also a couple of 
points where you run the risk of 
loosing your ball in the lagoon, 
which puts your putting skills to 
the test and adds to all the fun. 

It took us an hour and a half to 
get round the course, by the end 
of which we had achieved five 
'hole in ones' between us, and my 
younger son had reached the end 
of a battle to be crowned the win¬ 
ner with just one point between 
him and his brother for much of 
the game. 



The course definetely appeals to 
all ages as, along with families and 
grandparents with grandchildren, 
there were also plenty of groups of 
friends enjoying the course. 

As well as Captain tickets for 
people aged 12 and over, which 


cost £9 each, there are Shipmates 
passes for those aged five to 11 
for £6.95 and Rascals tickets for 
the under fives for £3.25. If you 
play the course in groups you can 
save money with family tickets 
costing £25 which can be enjoyed 


by two Captains and two 
Shipmates or one Captain and 
three Shipmates, and adult groups 
of four Captains can play for £30.

Q. What effect do you think the recent 
Stamp Duty changes will have on the 
market? 

A. You won’t be surprised to hear that like 
practically every estate agent in the country - 
except, of course, for those operating at the 
“country house” end of the spectrum, or in prime 
Central London - I think the changes announced shortly before Christmas by the 
Chancellor represent some of the best news the property market has had in years. 
And not before time, either! 

After years of pleading and lobbying from everyone involved in the property 
industry, the Government finally acted to end the iniquities of the old Stamp Duty 
(SD) regime - so much so, in fact, that around 98% of all buyers will be better off, 
in most cases to the tune of thousands of pounds. Only those people buying 
properties costing more than £937,500 will actually pay more. 

Let me give you an example. The biggest problem with the old SD regime was the 
so-called “slab” effect - which basically meant that if you paid just one pound over 
a threshold, you paid the new higher rate on the entire amount. Not any more! Like 
income tax, the new duty regime is progressive - which means you only pay the 
higher rate on the portion of the purchase price above the threshold. So, if you were 
buying a house for, say, £350,000, under the old system, you would have paid 3% 
on the entire amount - ie, £10,500. Under the new system, you will pay 2% between 
£125,000 and £250,000 (£2,500), plus a further 5% on the extra £100,000 (£5,000), 
making a grand total of £7,500. In other words a saving of £3,000! 

As for the impact these changes are likely to have on the market...the abolition of 
the unfair and archaic slab system will take the sting out of the tail for hundreds of 
thousands of buyers on the lower to middle rungs of the property ladder - and put 
thousands of pounds back in their pockets, just when they need it most. At the 
same time, it will eliminate the distortion in property pricing that occurred when 
sellers tried to avoid the old duty thresholds, and therefore allow properties to be 
more fairly priced. 

In fact, the only drawback I see to these changes is that we estate agents will have 
to find something else to grumble about in the run-up to future elections!

Landlord Question 

Is PAT Testing Compulsory for rental properties? 

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on ‘movable' 
items such as kettles, microwaves, hoovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee 
machines and many electricians will tell you they must be carried out before 
tenants move into a property. 

Legally speaking this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be 
carried out, something the government recently clarified. 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property 
must be safe to use and that it’s the landlord's responsibility to ensure this before 
tenants move in and, equally, during the tenancy too. 

Most experts, including those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend 
landlords make a visual inspection of all the electrical appliances provided within 
each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or that plugs are damaged. It is 
also recommended that any new items feature the ‘CE’ kite mark which is the 
manufacturer’s claim that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not 
law. But most experts agree that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50- 
£100 it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to complete PAT checks is worth it. 
A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and 
then catch fire then being able to prove that it had been PAT checked recently 
(every two years for smaller items and four years for larger ones) would help 
matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move 
in but don’t rely on them alone - they should not be completed instead of a visual 
check but rather as a back up.

Peugeot 

By Bruce Booth 


NO matter what you drive, life in the 
city has always been tough and with 
every passing day, things seem to 
get just that little bit tougher. 

But many manufacturers have 
done their bit to attempt to make 
things a bit easier for motorists, with 
city slickers from the likes of 
Volkswagen, Skoda, Suzuki, Kia 
and Hyundai helping do their bit. 

Some years back, Toyota, Citroen 
and Peugeot joined forces to kick- 
start a city car revolution with their 
Aygo, Cl and 107 models respec¬ 
tively, a trio built to much the same 
exterior design but with interior 
detailing left to each marque’s own 
individual taste. 

Now the second-generation of 
these models are appearing in 
showrooms with Citroen and Toyota 
retaining their Cl and Aygo names 
and the Peugeot moving on with 
their 108. 

Although each car will again be 
built on the same prduction line at 
Kolin in the Czech Republic, this 
time round each of the three part¬ 
ners have put their own ideas of 
what a city car should look like to 
the test. 

Peugeot have aimed their new 
baby firmly at the female market, 


with a selection of highly-colourful 
exterior colours matched with 
vibrant seat covers and a range of 
exterior stickers and interior flashes 
in order for the owner to personalise 
their new 108 in much the same 
way MINI owners have been doing 
for years. 

The 108 comes with the choice of 
two three-cylinder petrol engines. 
First there’s a 68bhp one-litre Toyota 
unit mated to either a five-speed 
manual gearbox or a self-shifting 
semi-automatic gearbox, while 
there’s also the choice of Peugeot’s 
own punchier 80bhp 1.2-litre 
Puretech unit. 

Both engines are well up for the 
job of whizzing around heavy city 
traffic, and the great news is that 
both emit less than 10Og/km C02 
meaning there’s no road tax to pay. 

The smaller three-pot engine is 
basically the same as that fitted to 
the outgoing model but with extra 
refinements and tweaks that make it 
smoother and more economical, 
giving it an official fuel consumption 
figure of 68.9mpg. 

The five-speed gearbox is pretty 
smooth, while the gear ratios have 
been adjusted to give the car more 
zip on faster out-of-town dual-car¬ 
riageways where it can keep up with 
the flow when pushed along. 


The larger engine, however, does 
have that extra oomph, meaning it 
doesn’t have to be worked quite 
as hard, thus giving a quieter ride 
under acceleration, while another 
positive is that fuel consumption is 
not compromised, with official fig¬ 
ures showing 65.7mpg on the 
combined cycle. 

For a small city car, there’s plenty 
of grip and little body roll to spoil 
the journey, although with all small 
cars, our poorly surfaced roads 
can cause the 108 to be buffeted 
around a bit. 

Out on the hoof, the steering is 
light yet reassuring, while its tight 
turning circle makes for parking 


into those tighter spaces some¬ 
thing of a breeze. 

The new Peugeot comes with 
anti-lock brakes, electronic brake- 
force distribution, stability control 
and an array of airbags all fitted as 
standard. 

LED daytime running lamps, hill 
start assist, Isofix seat fixing points 
and tyre pressure monitoring system 
all feature through the model range, 
while higher spec models get a 
seven-inch colour touch screen 
which projects a mirror image of an 
occupant’s own smartphone onto it. 

Peugeot reckon that Active spec 
models priced from £9,495 and 
which come complete with electric

front windows, air-conditioning, 15- 
inch steel wheels and the above- 
mentioned colour screen, will be the 
top-seller of the range. 

However, higher spec Allure and 
Feline models, starting at £10,995, 
add goodies such as colour revers¬ 
ing camera, keyless entry, speed- 
limiter, foglights, electric and heated 
door mirrors and alloys, including a 
proper spare wheel to the list. 

With their main focus now on 
raising quality, things have stepped 
up a gear in recent times for 
Peugeot, and the launch of the 
new 108 will go towards adding 
extra flair and colour to the famous 
French marque.

Sinclair C5 reaches a landmark

IT IS one of the most unusual 
vehicles ever to be built in 
Britain - and the 30th birth¬ 
day of the Sinclair C5 is being 
marked at the National Motor 
Musuem. 

The electric-powered tricy¬ 
cle was launched on January 
10, 1985, and though it failed 
to catch the public imagina¬ 
tion at the time it is now 
regarded as an icon of 1980s 
design and a pioneer of alter¬ 
native-fuelled transport. 

Masterminded by inventor 
and entrepreneur Sir Clive 
Sinclair, the C5 was designed 
to be an inexpensive alterna¬ 
tive for one person to travel¬ 
ling by car, bus or bike. 

Marketed as ‘a new power 
in personal transport,’ it had 
a retail price of £399 and 
could be driven for five miles 
on just a penny’s worth of 
electricity. 

However, the C5 was poor¬ 
ly received by the press and 
public alike, not least 
because its size - just 2ft 
7ins off the ground - made it 
vulnerable on the road. 

The claimed range of 20 
miles on one battery charge 
was modest due to the limi¬ 
tations in contemporary bat¬ 
tery technology. 

And even if the ‘weather 
cheater’ poncho, offered as 
an accessory, was worn by 
the driver, the C5’s lack of 
rain protection also ensured a 
short production life. 


Although Sinclair had 
expected to sell up to 
100,000 units per year, only 
9,000 C5s had been built by 
October 1985, following the 
end of production and the 
collapse of the company that 
Sinclair had set up to pro¬ 
duce it. 

The C5 utilised both pedal 
power and an electric motor 
for propulsion, with the driver 
sitting exposed to the ele¬ 
ments in the open plastic 
bodyshell. 

Handlebars beneath the dri¬ 
ver’s knees provided controls 
for steering, braking and 
acceleration, and the design 
of the three-wheeled back¬ 
bone chassis, constructed 
from steel, had been exten¬ 
sively developed by sports 
car brand Lotus. 

An electric motor powered 
the left-hand rear wheel, 
helping the C5 to reach 
15mph - its top speed, as 
restricted by law - and any¬ 


one over the age of 14 was 
permitted to drive one, 
though no driving licence was 
required. 

Just a single button was 
pressed to make it move and 
though rumour had it that the 
C5 was powered by a wash¬ 
ing machine motor, because 
it was built by Hoover in 
Mwrthyr, Wales, that wasn’t 
actually the case. 

Every model, however, was 
supplied to its new owners in 
a cardboard box. 

By the time that the C5 was 
launched, Sinclair already had 
an impressive list of designs 
to his name - including the 
digital watch, the world’s first 
slimline pocket calculator and 
the world’s first pocket televi¬ 
sion. 

The C5 can be seen as part 
of a visit to the whole 
Beaulieu attraction, which 
also includes Palace House, 
Beaulieu Abbey and World of 
Top Gear.

UNITED’S home goal famine con¬ 
tinued as Plymouth Argyle became 
the latest side to grab a point from a 
goalless Sky Bet League Two draw 
at Roots Hall. 

Blues went into the game one 
place and two points ahead of the 
Pilgrims, but were wary that the 
Devonian outfit had beaten them 2-0 
in August at Home Park. 

Southend’s foremost concern this 
campaign has been a distinct lack of 
potency in front of goal, a problem 
Blues boss Phil Brown looked to 
resolve by recruiting striker Joe Pig- 
ott on a month’s loan from Charlton 
Athletic. 

But with Luke Prosser and Cian 
Bolger missing due to suspension, 
Brown was frustrated in his attempt 
to evade a potential defensive 
headache when a deal to land former 
Roots Hall favourite Adam Barrett 
from Gillingham hit the buffers. 

With Southend the league’s lowest 
home scorers and Argyle holding a 
similarly unwanted stat for games 
away, perhaps the outcome shouldn’t 
have been a surprise. But on a blus¬ 
tery afternoon, expansive football 
was always going to be difficult and 
early exchanges were fragmented. 

But the Blues were first to threat¬ 
en. Ryan Leonard fired just past an 
upright after new man Pigott had 
teed him up, while at the other end 
Southend goalkeeper Daniel Bentley 
saved the day after Lewis Alessandra 
had skipped clear of the home side’s 
defence. 

As the half wore on Plymouth began

to find their feet. Anthony O’Connor’s 
effort was just off target following a 
flowing move down the left, then Bent¬ 
ley and Adam Thompson combined 
to clear after Andy Kellett had waltzed 
past a static Blues backline. 

Soon after Thompson was on hand 
again, this time clearing headlong 
after Jason Banton’s dangerous cen¬ 
tre had caused Southend panic. 

The home side responded but 
Shaquile Coulthirst should have 
done better, pulling a low drive 
across the face of goal. 

As the first half drew to a close, 
Southend looked no nearer ending a 
Roots Hall goal drought that had 
stretched back to Northampton 
Town’s visit in late November. 

After the break Plymouth were 
quickest out of the blocks and almost 
grabbed the lead when Reuben 
Reid’s header flew just past a post. 

Pigott continued to labour for 
Southend, sending a curling shot just 
wide, then McCormick made a bril¬ 
liant one-handed save to deny 
Coulthirst as the Shrimpers looked 
for a breakthrough. 


Irritation among the home crowd 
grew when Coulthirst fired meekly 
at McCormick instead of picking out 
an unmarked Pigott, while the latter 
was horribly off target minutes 
later after finding some room on the 
edge of the box. 

In the final stages both sides came 
agonisingly close to grabbing all three 
points. Firstly, McCormick produced 
a wonderful double save to thwart 
both Jerome Binnom-Williams and 
White from close range. 

Plymouth then went even closer 
when Tom Flanagan flicked Kellett’s 
shot onto the bar. Reid followed up 
but incredibly smashed his effort 
against the woodwork. 

After the game, Blues boss Phil 
Brown focused on the positives, say¬ 
ing: “I was delighted in the second half 
at the way we approached the game.” 

He added: “Although we’ve only 
scored two goals in five games, 
we’ve only conceded one. There’s a 
lot of good things going on from a 
defensive point of view. 

“We’ve lost three of our four cen¬ 
tre-half’s that we had at the start of 


the season and yet we’ve still man¬ 
aged to keep a clean sheet.” 

Brown was pleased with striker Joe 
Pigott, who made his debut, saying: 
“Joe did well. I thought his first five or 
six interventions in the game were 
very good. His hold-up play was good 
and I thought he looked like a very 
young exuberant kind of Barry Corn I 
didn’t bring him in to replace Barry 
like-for-like, we just liked what we saw 
in the under-21s. He’s mobile, he’s a 
big lad - he had chances, and he’s got 
himself into positions to score.” 

On further new signings, the 
Blues boss hinted at another striking 
option, saying: “I was hoping before 
the game I was going to get one 
more in, and I was going to throw 
him straight in.” 

Blues goalkeeper Daniel Bentley, 
who kept his 10th clean sheet, said: 
“We’ve been solid for the past five or 
six games, we’ve only conceded one 
goal in five games now. 

“I just don’t think things are going 
our way at the front end of the pitch 
at the moment. It’s something we are 
working on and hopefully we can 
start scoring some more goals.” 

Blues look for a return to winning 
ways against Oxford United at the 
Kassam Stadium on Saturday.

HENLEY arrived at Southend on 
Saturday with 10 changes to the side 
that beat the Saxons at Dry Leas ear¬ 
lier in the season.
